But to return to political parties. Ours is. a: government by parties'ai,u 


necessarily so: Without parties there would tor no way of advahoin/'ecrtain 
principles and policies in opposition to other principles and :po)ices. 


When a paper'comes out to say,, that it-is, the men and not the parties 


that we are to stand by on election day, it deliberately arris dt deluding the 
people into the dangerous practice of considering the candidates nominated 
lather than the principles which these candidates represent.

Every party stands for certain principles', and tlie candidates of each 


party are selected-for the purpose of carrying out. those pr'fn'piples. 


If the principles be wroug the men who represent them, no-matter how 


good, should not be supported; if the principles be rigbUhe mer^who repre- 
eent them, even though they may not be as good as those who stand upon a 
bad platform, should he supported. 


We do not mean that bad men should bo eleva'ted to office, for the party

The evident danger of this land be- 


ing bought by those whose use of it 
would militate against the desirability 
of the neighborhood from an architec- 
tural or ether noint of view Is enough 
to prevent such' a sale going unnoticed. 
It is a decided pity that the land could 
not have been sold years ago, in one 
block, to somebody who could have af- 
forded to erect a first class rcsidepce 
there and employ the entire field with 
its grove and "wide expanse of grass as 
a single estate. It is, however, des- 
tined to be cut UD into nine house-lots 
and built upon as such; and the hope 
is that the sale will not tend to pro- 
duce on this sightly hill a. crop of small 
and unattractive houses, in a neigh- 
borhood so long devoted to 
attractive 


homes. 
Probably no more eligible 


land will be brought Into the market 
for many a year than this, which has 
long been held above the reach of pur- 
chasers and which now comes under 
the hammer for disposal without limit 
or reserve. 


There is no finer site for residential 


purposes in the city. It is high and 
possessed of an incomparable prospect 
in all directions, removed 
from 
the 


noises and discomforts of the city, not 
hampered by the clang of passftig trol- 
ley cars, cool In summer and yet eas- 
ily accessible at all seasons, and It is a 
wonder that it has for so many years 
stood untr-nanted. The great desidera- 
tum now is that It be kept a credit to 
the city, as "Lytide's Kill" in Belvidere 
has always been in the past. — CourlT- 
Citizc-n.

PARTY 
DUTY, PARTY 
FEALTY 
AND 
PARTY TREACHERY. 


The recent, outrage on the ficmotraey of fhe Fifth district in handing 


over to tiie republican candidate the endorsement of the party has set the 
people to thinking. 


Can it be, that these men had been misled into thinking that the day of 


cjlegiance to principle in political mailers had gone by? 


There has been a lot of innne <lrivel in certain mugwump and alleged 


non-partisan papers against adherence to party lines; but when this stuff 
is thoroughly digested it will be found to have one object and only one—viz. 
io draw democrats from their allegiance to their party. 


Let us take examples in our own city. Every altempt to betray the 


democratic party has been extolled ns an act of courage that should make 
the performer something of a hero; but let it be an act o£ treachery against 
Ihe republican party. Oh! (hat is different. 


There v,-ill then be no compliments for the men who betrayed their 


party. 


Note, if you will, (he severe comments which these papers have made 


upon the failure of Alderman Bailey to stand by his party in the election of 
municipal candidates; and ihc-ii, note the compliments and the encomiums 
lavished upon the lot of democratic conspirators who dared to betray the 
.party into the hands of the opposition in the fifth district convention! 


That a new convention may be held and the wrong righted will not de- 


tract from the disgrace of their net, nor mitigate thciv offence. The democ- 
lacy, let us hope, will have a candidate in spite of them.
